No relief has reached here yet. 
The tents of the fannies camped od the hills 
a mile and a half from town look like the 
camping-ground of a great army. 
A cold, 
damp northeast wind prevails, adding to 
the sufferings of tho sick. 
The Quickstep, 
a little 
tug belonging 
here, undertook 
to 
carry 
a 
company 
of 
newspaper 
men 
through 
the 
blackwater 
to 
the 
hills. 
The steam-pipes became entangled in 
a swinging telegraph wire. There was a nar­ 
row escape from foundering. 
Bomi? of the 
passengers jumped into the water, while 
ethers took to the boats. All were saved. The 
bills back of the town are an island. 
Flocks 
of wild turkeys have taken refuge on these 
hills, being driven from the bottoms. 
Mayor Millspaugh estimates that at least 
1,000 people in Gallatin county have been 
driven from their homes by the flood. Moot 
of them are on the hills and in immediate 
need, bot when the flood subsides many of 
them whose houses have been swept away 
will have no place to go to and will have 
to live on public charities. 
It will be nec­ 
essary to feed from 300 to 500 of them 
for a month, and many will have to be 
assisted in restoring their houses. 
It is esti­ 
mated that from Raleigh to Saline, a dis­ 
tance of fifteen miles, 150,000 bushels of corn 
have been swept away. 
In this distance 
only four lots of cora, about 50,000 bushels, 
have escaped, and nearly all of this is under 
water. 
Several new cases of sickness among 
the refugees were reported.

C in c in n a t i, Feb. 16.—A terrible disaster 
occurred at the southwest corner of Pearl 
and Ludlow streets, in which ten people are 
known to have lost their lives. 
All night the 
two three-story brick buildings, occupied by 
thirty-five tenants, and run by Robert Kyle 
and George (Jester as 
a boarding-house, 
were heard to crack, and just before 4 a. 
rn. the rear walls fell with a terrific crash, 
burying beneath the brick and timbers a 
number of the inmates, who, if they were not 
killed outright, were held under water by the 
heavy debris until they drowned. 
The build­ 
ing is in the submerged district, and is en­ 
t i t y surrounded by five feet of water. 
Police, soldiers, and everyone who could 
get 
a 
boat 
rushed 
to the scene im­ 
mediately. The loud screams of women made 
the situation more horrible. 
Two girls, Ettie 
Long and Nellie Wood, were taken from the 
second-story front window more dead than 
alive from fright. 
They said they had heard 
the building give way, and tried to arouse the 
other tenants. 
By the dim light of lanterns 
the police and firemen worked, an alarm 
having been sounded from box No. 24. 
They 
all worked heroically to rescue the unfortu­ 
nates under the ruins, and succeeded iii get­ 
ting out a number. 
Search for the bodies 
was made all the morning. 
This task was 
attended with great danger, as the front 
walls are still standing, although liable to 
fall; and as the corner is surrounded by 
water over five feet deep, work is rendered 
more difficult. 
At noon, all having been 
reached that could be taken out, work was 
suspended till the water falls.

TEN PERSO N S KILLED 


H> th e F a llin g o f a C'onplc o f T e n e ­ 
m en t H o u se* In C laetp n atL 
C in c in n a t i. Feb. 16.—A terrible disaster 
occurred at the southwest corner of Pearl 
and Ludlow streets, in which ten people are 
known to have lost their lives. 
All night the 
two three-story brick buildings, occupied by 
thirty-five tenants, and run by Robert K yle 
and George (Jester as 
a boarding-house, 
were heard to crack, and just before 4 a. 
m. the rear walls fell with a terrific crash, 
burying beneath the brick and timbers a 
number of the inmates, who, if they were not 
killed outright, were held under water by the 
heavy debris until they drowned. 
The build­ 
ing is in the submerged district, and is en­ 
tirely surrounded by five feet of water. 
Police, soldiers, and everyone who could 
get 
a 
boat 
rushed 
to the scene im­ 
mediately. The loud screams of women made 
the situation more horrible. 
Two girls, Ettie 
Long and Nellie Wood, were taken from the 
second-story front window more dead than 
alive from fright. 
They snid they had heard 
the building give way, and tried to arouse the 
other teuants. 
By the diin light of lanterns 
the police and firemen worked, an alarm 
having been sounded from box No. 24. 
They 
all worked heroically to rescue the unfortu­ 
nates under the ruins, and succeeded in get­ 
ting out a number. 
Search for the bodies 
was made all the morning 
This task was 
attended with great danger, as the front 
walls are still standing, although liable to 
fall; and as the corner is surrounded by 
water over five feet deep, work is rendered 
more difficult. 
At noon, all having been 
reached that could be taken out, work was 
suspended till the water falls.

Under the call for a city convention 
the city committee fixed the basis of rep­ 
resentation at nine from each ward, 
when it should have been on the basis of 
the aggregate vote in each ward.

the third, or 22 delegates in all. 
Two 
members of the city committee made the 
first call and unquestionably in good 
faith, but the unfairness of the represen­ 
tation becoming apparent to at least one 
of the committee a subsequent call was 
made by him on the basis set forth, the 
third member being absent from town. 
The second ward acting under the first 
call elected nine delegates favorable to 
Mr. Dewar, by 59 votes for to 42 votes 
opposed. 
The first ward elected two 
delegates, one supposed to be favorable 
to Mr. Gardner and one for Mr. Dewar, 
and thirteen other delegates receiving 
91 votes each, consequently a tic. 
Mr. 
Gardner’s delegates in the third w-ard 
were elected by a vote of 314 for to 19 
against. This was the state of affairs on 
the assembling of the convention Thurs­ 
day evening. 
While Mr. Gardner had 
clearly a majority of the delegates enti­ 
tled to scats in the convention certain 
schemes were resorted to by some of Mr. 
Dewar’s friends whereby the organiza­ 
tion of the convention was captured, and 
on accepting the report of tho committee 
on credentials four of Mr. Gardner’* 
delegates voted in the negative, but not 
understanding the question wert record­ 
ed and declared as voting in the affirma­ 
tive. This gave, under ruling of the 
chair 12 votes for Dewar to 8 for Gardner. 
One of the latter gentleman’s delegates 
in attempting to have the four votes cor­ 
rected and a reconsideration of the re­ 
port of the committee on credentials,was 
choked down, the chair deciding the 
vote already declared and the delegate 
out of order. At this stage of the out- 
regcous proceedings, Mr. Gardner, ap­ 
preciating the bull-dozing tactics that 
had been resorted to to gag a fair ex­ 
pression of Hie will of a majority, re­ 
quested his friends to retire to another 
portion of the hall and organize the 
convention in tile interests of fair deal­ 
ing which was unanimously done, a full 
representation from all the wards par­ 
ticipating, and nominated a ticket which 
is given elsewhere in this issue, and ad­ 
journed after listening 
to 
eloquent 
speeches from Capt. Sleeper, Win. Paine 
and Mr. Lower. The Rump convention 
presided over by W. AW Hartley in the 
interests of Mr. Dewar, with n.ne dele­ 
gate* from the second ward and two from 
the fir-t proceeded to 
nominate their 
ticket. 
The tatties of Mr. 
Dewar’s friends 
has loon of a bull-dozing character in 
every respect witli a vitw of preventing 
a fair expression of the will of the people. 
The issue has been raised by them— 
shall tile gamblers run the community, 
or shall it be controlled in the Interest 
of resistibility, law and order. 
It is 
unfortunate that some of our would-be 
leading citizens have

FRA UK H. ELVIDGE 
Tho Difference. 
“ There is all the difference in the 
world between skating on ice and roll­ 
ing on a floor,” said a professional glider 
•ne day last week as a reporter stood 
watching the crowd of merry skaters 
winch rolled bv over the smooth birch 
floor at the rink. 
I have known many 
people who did well on ice who made 
perfect 
sideshows of 
themselves on 
rollers, and then, again, others who do 
well on rollers who never make a sucre.-* 
on ice. 
You see, there i* a good deal of 
difference in the motion 
The man on 
the Steele runner merely pushes himself 
along from stroke to stroke, and goes 
with 
a 
swinging 
motion, 
except 
when sliding, while the roller skater 
has a gliding 
movement, 
infinitely 
aerier and, with some, more graceful. 
Just ga out to a pond where boys ami 
girl* arc having a merry game of tag on 
the ice. and see how the motion goes 
from a quiet swing to a sudden, heavy 
throw of the body from side to side. as 
the speed increases, and then come into 
a roller rink somewhere and watch the 
ease with which the skater* roll along, 
without a false motion and you will -ce 
what I mean. The ire rink developes a 
set of milden of no use- to any one except 
in skating, and has a tendency to force 
a lop-sided walk Jon everybody who 
skate* proficiently; but the roller rink 
bring* into use the same nudes that are 
used in walking, and, if anything, gives 
a man, or a woman cither, a true poise 
and a graceful carriage which nothing 
but a dancing school can equal. 
Of 
course, all skating i* good. The neces­ 
sity for balancing and the muscular Jailor 
necessary to progress in the art tends to 
a good development of the leg and a 
grace and precision of bearing which 
can probably be attained by no other 
known means. 
A graceful skater is 
almost of necessity a graceful walker 
and with education, a graceful dancer. 
Take the Hollanders, for example: there 
are no people more uniformly pliant and 
easy in their movements than they, and 
a great deal of that i* due to the con­ 
stant use of skate* during the winter 
season. They would make our young 
American women envious, would those 
Dutch girls, if they could only see the 
abandon with which they strap on their 
shining skates and glide aw ay to market, 
miles on miles, and home again, seem­ 
ingly without a thought that they arc 
out for anything but a holiday. 
Still, 
the Yankee svstem of roller skating is#f 
all the most preferable. 
It will not do 
certainly for out of doors, as will ice 
skating, but offers a most delightful in­ 
door receation. with the advantages that 
it can be done under circumstances of 
comfort impossible to the ice skater. 
Tho smooth wooden floor presents the 
same surface with the thermometer at 
90 dog. a* if it were 50 deg. below, and 
makes a pleasure that of a ball room 
rather than a rink. 
You have seen a 
great falling off in the number of ice ^ 
rinks through the country of late and 
this is chargeable to the pleasure winch 
the roller rink makes possible above Hic 
ice house. 
It not only is more pleasant 
for the skaters, but it gives opportunity 
for visitors to spend an agreeable bour 
watching the movements of those on 
wheels. 
Which is the easier to learn? ; 
Well, I should say that roller skating j 
could be learned in about one-third the ! 
time that would be devoted t© ice skat­ 
ing. 
For one thing the motion is easier 
and more natural, and another thing ( 
the foundation, the tooting, so to speak, 
is broader and Hie chance of slipping 
is materially reduced. 
Some mo V e r n e ts 
are possible on 
ice which cannot be 
effected en rollers, such, for instance, as 
spinning on the toes, but 
there are 
none which cannot be closely imitated 
on rollers, while there are some possible 
on the latter which ice skaters never 
attempt. 
I was and old ice skater years 
before roller skating was ever thought 
of, but I can say candidly that I now 
never think of going on ice unless it is 
out of doors and then I find it necessity 
for bundling up w hich effectually dispels 
all th# pleasant illusions of the sport. 
Give mc the rollers,” and thus saying 
the professional went off to show’ a tyro 
wilt was standing on his head how to 
stand on his feet, and the antiquarian 
vanished, just wise enough to know how | 
to stay off roller skates.

This was the state of affairs on 
the assembling of the convention T hurs­ 
day evening. 
W hile Mr. Gardner had 
clearly a majority of the delegates enti­ 
tled to seats in the convention certain 
schemes were resorted to by some of Mr.

Th© Difference. 


“ There is all the difference in 
the 
world betw een skating on ice and roll­ 
ing on a flour,*' said a professional glider 
une day last week as a reporter st*>od 
watching the crowd of 
merry skaters 
which rolled by over the smooth birch 
fioor at the rink 
I have known many 
people who did well on ice w ho made 
perfect 
sideshows 
of 
themselves on 
rollers, and then, again, others who do 
well oti rollers who never make a suc< e>s 
on ice. 
You see, there is a good deal of 
difference in the motion 
The man on 
the stcele runner merely pushes himsolf 
along front stroke to stroke, and goes 
with 
a 
sw inging 
motion, 
except 
whtn sliding, while 
the roller skater 
has a gliding 
m ovem ent, 
infinitely 
ae«ier and, with some, more graceful. 


Just gu out to a pond where boys anti 
girl*arc having a merrv game of lag on 
the ice, and see bow the motion goes 
from a quiet swing to a sudden, heavy 
throw of the body from side to side, as 
the speed increases, and then cume into 
a roller rink somewhere and watch the 
ease with which the skater' roll along, 
without a false motion and you will 'ec 
what I mean. 
The i< e rmk developcs a 
set of mueles of no use* to any one except 
in skating, and has a tendency to force 
a lop-sided walk 
'on everybody 
who 
skate* proficiently; but the roller rink 
bring* into use the >ame mueles that are 
used in walking, and, if anything, gives 
a man, or a woman cither, a true poise 
and a graceful carriage w hich nothing 
but a dancing school can equal. 
Of 
course, all skating is good. 
The neces­ 
sity fur balancing and the muscular lal>or 
necessary to progress in the art tends to 
a good developm ent of the leg and a 
grace and precision of bearing which 
can probably be attained by no other 
knuwn means. 
A graceful skater is 
almo«t of necessity a graceful walker 
and with education, a graceful dancer. 
Take the Hollanders, for exam ple: there 
are no people more uniformly pliant and 
easy in their m ovem ents than they, and 
a great deal of that i* due to the con­ 
stant use of skates during the winter 
*ea*on. 
They would mnk»; our young 
American wom en envious, would those 
Dutch girls, if they could only see the 
abandon with which they strap on their 
shining skates and glide away to market, 
miles on miles, and home again, seem ­ 
ingly w ithout a thought that they are 
out fur anything but a holiday. 
Still, 
the Y ankee system of roller skating is # f 
all the most preferable. 
It will not do 
certainly for out <»f doors, as will ice 
skating, but offers a most delightful in- 
dour receation. w ith the advantages that 
it can be done under circumstances of 
comfort 
impossible to tl»c ice skater. 
The smooth wooden floor presents the 
same surface with the thermometer at 
90 deg. as if it were 50 deg. below, and 
makes a pleasure that of a ball room 
rather than a rink. 
Y ou have seen a I 
great falling off in the number of i c e ­ 
rinks through the country of late and 
this is chargeable to the pleasure w hich 
the roller rink makes possible above t lie 
icc house. 
It not only is more pleasant 
for the skaters, but it gives opportunity 
for visitors tu spend an agreeable hour i 
w atching the m ovem ents of those on 
wheels. 
W hich is the easier to learn? j 
W ell, I should say that roller skating ; 
could be learned in about one-tliird the | 
tim e that would be devoted to iec skat­ 
ing. 
For one thing the motion is easier 
and more natural, and 
another thing 
the foundation, the tooting, so to speak, 
is broader and the chance of slipping 
is materially reduced. 
Some inovemets 
are possible on 
icc which 
cannot be 
effected on rollers, such, for instance, as 
spinning on 
the toes, 
but 
there are 
none w hich cannot be closely imitated 
on rollers, w hile there are some possible 
on the latter w hich icc skaters never 
attempt. 
I was and old ice skater years 
before roller skating was ever thought 
of, but I can say candidly that I now 
never think of going on icc unless it is 
out of doors and then I find it necessity 
for bundling up w hich effectually dispels 
all the pleasaut illusions of the sport. 
Give me the rollers,” and thus saying 
the professional w ent off to show a tyro 
w ho was standing on his head how to 
fttand on his feet, and the antiquarian 
vanished, just wise enough to know how 
j 
to stay off roller skates.

paste is property, and be who steals it falls 
within the reach and oonqnns of law. But 
that which constitutes the real valu** of news­ 
paper projierty—its news franchises—coating 
vast sums of money and years of special en­ 
terprise, training and labor, has no legal 
status whatever. 
It is practically outlawed. 
Anybody can steal it with impunity. The 
present measure protects it from pirated use 
and concurrent publication for twenty-four 
hours.

How will it act upon the custom of 
copying from one paper by another paper? 
A, 
It will not affect that in tile hast. The 
tw enty-four boars' limitation gives all the 
latitude needful to honest and legitimate 
transcriptions from one uewspajier to an­ 
other. 
The country’ press 
is 
in nowise 
touched, ami I can see no other interest on 
its pail than to approve a measure calculated 
to elevate and dignify the profession of jour­ 
nalism by giving certain legal validity aud 
responsibility to the collection and distribu­ 
tion of news. 
That which we call ‘news’ is a modern in­ 
vention, as much as gutta jiercha or the 
reaping machine. 
It demands the very best 
and rarest of skilled labor. 
It involves fore­ 
cast, organization, and outlay. 
It is an 
intellectual aud material product. 
Why 
has it not the same right to legal recognition 
and protection as other classes of projierty I 
Under existing laws I can make a compila­ 
tion of telegrajihic news matter, and,"issuing 
this in a book, may copyright it, but if I 
write or wire The Courier-Journal a page of 
valuable matter, anybody who sees fit to 
steal and publish it may do so for the C06t of 
the tyjie-setting. 
Q. How do you projiose to define or de­ 
scribe new* to be of copyright! A. I should 
include all original, special, and general m at­ 
ter exceeding HJO words, sent by j>ost or by 
wire, and embracing original communication 
of information of any and every descrijv 
tion.

Q. Do you mean news exclusively for the 
Associated Press! A. I mean all news and 
news of every description and news 
of every association. Everything about

paste is property, and be who steal* it falls 
within the reach and comjMLHB of law. But 
that which constitutes the real valu*- of news­ 
paper property—its news franchises—citin g 
vast sums of money and years of sp*vial en- 
terpris»*, training and labor, ha* no legal 
status whatever. It is practically outlawed. 
Anybody can steal it with impunity. The 
present measure protects it from pirated u.-e 
and concurrent publication for twenty-four 
hours. 
Q. How will it act upon the custom of 
copying from one paper by another paper? 
A. It will not affect that in the least. The 
twenty-four hoars' limitation gives all the 
latitude needful to honest an»i legitimate 
transcriptions from one newspaper to an­ 
other. 
The country press is in nowise 
touched, ami I can see no other interest on 
its port than to approve a measure calculated 
to elevate and digmfv the profession of jour­ 
nalism by giving certain legal validity and 
responsibility to the collection and distribu­ 
tion of news. 
That which we call ‘news' is a modern in­ 
vention, as much as gutta ¡«ercha or the 
reaping machine. It demands the very best 
and rarest of skilled labor. It involves fore­ 
cast, organization, and outlay. It is an 
intellectual and material product. 
Why 
has it not the same right to legal recognition 
and protection os other classes of property? 
Under existing laws I can make a compila­ 
tion of telegraphic news matter, and,¿issuing 
this in a book, may copyright it, but if I 
write or wire The Courier-Journal a page of 
valuable matter, anybody who see* fit to 
steal and publish it may do so for the C06t of 
the type-setting. 
Q. How do you propose to define or de­ 
scribe news to be of copyright? A. I should 
include all original, special, and general mat­ 
ter exceeding 100 words, sent by jx>st or by 
wire, and embracing original communication 
of information of any and every descrip­ 
tion.Mr. Watterson said he thought he had

Dynamite Meare. 
B u ffalo, N. Y., Feb. 1.1—A few days 
ago a satchel was checked from Buffalo to 
Olean, and at the latter place the bag burst 
open and dynamite ran out A detective 
opened the satchel and found forty or fifty 
pounds of the explosive and a quantity of 
mercurial caps for firing it Great excitement 
was caused by these discoveries. Sunday the 
ownership of the satchel was traced to the 
door of W. N. Hunt, in Friendship, N. Y., 
and by means of a telegram ho was induced 
to go to Olean. In the meantime the detec­ 
tive secured a warrant for his arrest from a 
United States commissioner. 
After his 
arrival at Olean Hunt explained the 
matter in this 
way: 
He and John 
Blai kmar, of Bolivar, starting for Florida, 
took with their baggage a quantity 
of dynamite. They had an idea that it could 
be used in clearing stumps from new land, 
but found territory so cheap that the ex­ 
plosive could not be profitably employed. 
Hunt checked the satchel to Bradford, and 
subsequently to Olean. A very heavy penalty 
attaches to the offense. 
In order to make 
sure of the nature of the compound a dyna­ 
mite cartridge taken from the box was ex­ 
ploded. It is believed that Hunt will be se­ 
verely dealt with. 


Don’t Like the Retaliation Idea. 
Berlin, Feb. 15.—The Nord Deutsche 
Zeitung says editorially: “The bill in regard 
to hog products now before the American 
congress is calculated painfully to affect Ger­ 
mans who have national interests at heart. 
The sting of the bill is probably directed 
against Germany alone. Germany has al- 
ways maintained a friendly disposition 
toward America, and does 
everything 
possible 
to 
show 
her 
friendship. 
This sudden anti-German attitude on the part 
of America excites in us regret and astonish­ 
ment We do not assume that American 
statesmen are disposed to entertain the opin­ 
ion that Germany can be induced by repri­ 
sals or threats to rescind measures enforced 
in the interest of public health. An inde­ 
pendent government can only reply to any 
attempt at intimidation by counter reprisals 
consisting in increased customs duties aud af­ 
fecting the intercourse of the two couutrias.”

PlTTBUHG, Feb. 18.—A special from Park­ 
ersburg, W. Ya., says: The crew of the Iron 
City (Pittsburg press and citizens’ relief boat) 
began Sunday by rendering relief to the 
town of Harinar, opixMita Marietta. 
It has 
a population of 1,500, and 960 of them have 
to bo fed and provided for. 
Nearly every 
house in the place is wrecked. 
They were 
supplied with provisions sufficient to last 
until they are reached with government re­ 
lief. 
The town of M arietta is still two-thirds 
under water. 
Some <*f the buildings havo 
fallen in ruins, and many others will go. Two 
fine bridges are wrecked, ami the losses to 
the Ohio Valley railroad will reach $655,066. 


ONE OF THE SHOCKING SCENES 
of the flood was a graveyard below Coch- 
ransville, wherein many coffins had been un­ 
earthed and several bodies carried down the 
river. Skulls and bones were uncovered and

Flocks 
of wild turkeys have taken refuge on these 
hills, being driven from the bottoms. 
Mayor Millspaugh estimates that at least 
1,000 people in Gallatin county have been 
driven from their homes by the flood. 
Most 
of them are on the hills and in immediate 
need, bnt when the flood subsides many of 
them whose houses have been swept away 
will have no place to go to and will have 
to live on public charities. 
It will be nec­ 
essary to feed from 300 to 500 of them 
for a month, and many will have to be 
assisted in restoring their houses. 
It is esti­ 
mated that from Raleigh to Saline, a dis­ 
tance of fifteen miles, 150,000 bushels of corn 
have been swept away. 
In this distance 
only four lots of corn, about 50,000 bushels, 
have escaped, and nearly all of this is under 
water.

C in c in n a t i, Feb. 16.—A terrible disaster 
occurred at the southwest corner of Pearl 
and Ludlow streets, in which ten people are 
known to have lost their lives. 
All night the 
two three-story brick buildings, occupied by 
thirty-five tenants, and run b y Robert Kyle 
and George Oester as 
a boarding-house, 
were heard to crack, and just before 4 a. 
m. the rear walls fell with a terrific crash, 
burying beneath the brick and timbers a 
number of the inmates, who, if they were not 
killed outright, were held under water by the 
heavy debris until they drowned. 
The build­ 
ing is in the submerged district, and is en­ 
tirely surrounded by five feet of water. 
Police, soldiers, and everyone who could 
get 
a 
boat 
rushed 
to the scene im­ 
mediately. The loud screams of women made 
the situation more horrible. 
Two girls, Ettie 
Long and Nellie Wood, were taken from the 
second-story front window more dead than 
alive from fright. 
They said they had heard 
the building give way, and tried to arouse the 
other tenants. 
By the dim light of lanterns 
the police and firemen worked, an alarm 
having been sounded from box No. 24. 
They 
all worked heroically to rescue the unfortu­ 
nates under the ruins, and succeeded in get­ 
ting out a number. 
Search for the bodies 
was made all the morning 
This task was 
attended with great danger, as the front 
walls are still standing, although liable to 
fall; and as the corner is surrounded by 
water over five feet deep, work is rendered 
more difficult. 
At noon, all having been 
reached that could be taken out, work was 
suspended till the water falls.

The Difference. 


“ There is all the differ* nee in the 
world between skating on ice and roll­ 
ing on a floor,” said a professional glider 
one day last week as a reporter stood 
watching the crowd of merry skaters 
winch rolled by over the smooth birch 
floor at the rink. 
I have known many 
people who did well on ire who made j 
perfect 
sideshows 
of 
themselves on 
rollers, and then, again, others who do 
well on rellers who never make a sucre-s 
on ice. 
You see, there is a good deal of 
difference in the motion 
The man on 
the steele runner merely pushes himsolf j 
along from stroke to stroke, and goes ; 
with 
a 
swinging 
motion, 
except I 
when sliding, while 
the roller skater ! 
has a gliding 
movement, 
infinitely ! 
ae«ier and, with some, more graceful, f 
Just go out to a pond where hoys and 
girNarc having a merry game of tag on I 
the ice, and see how the motion goes 
from a quiet swing to a sudden, heavy 
throw of the body from side to side, as 
the speed increa*e>, and then came into 
a roller rink somewhere and wa’ch the ’ 
ease with which the skaters roll along, 1 
without a faNi- motion and you will see 
what I mean. 
The iee riuk developed a ; 
set of nmclcsof no idc to any one except 
in skating, and has a tendenc y to for* e 
a lop-aided walk [on everybody who 
skates proficiently; but the roller rink 
brings into use the same niuclcs that are 
used in walking, and, if anything, gives 
a man, or a woman either, a true poise 
and a graceful carriage which nothing 
but a dancing school can equal. 
Of 
course, all skating is good. 
The neces­ 
sity for balancing and the muscular lai>or 
necessary to progress in the art tend? to 
a good development of the leg and a 
grace and precision of hearing which 
can probably he attained by no other 
known means. 
A graceful skater is 
almost of necessity a graceful walker 
and with education, a graceful dancer. 
Take the Hollanders, for example: there 
are no people more uniformly pliant and 
easy in their movements than they, and 
a great deal of that i* due to the con­ 
stant use of skates during the winter 
season. They would make our young 
American women envious, would those 
Dutch girls, if they could only see the 
abandon with which they strap on their 
shining skates and glide away to market, 
miles on miles, and home again, seem­ 
ingly without a thought that they arc 
out for anything but a holiday. 
Still, 
the Yankee system of roller skating i* of 
all the most preferable, 
it will not do 
certainly for out of doors, a* will ice 
skating, hut offers a most delightful in­ 
door receation. with the advantages that 
it can he done under circumstances of 
comfort impossible to the icc skater. 
The smooth wooden floor presents the 
same surface with the thermometer at 
90 dcg. as if it were 50 deg. below, and 
makes a pleasure that of a ball room 
rather than a rink. 
You have seen a 
great falling off in the number of ice 
rinks through the country of late and 
this is chargeable to the pleasure which 
the roller rink makes possible above the 
icc house. 
It not only is more pleasant 
for the skaters, hut it gives opportunity 
for visitors to spend an agreeable hour 
watching the movements of those on 
wheels. 
Which is the easier to learn? 
Well, I should say that roller skating 
could be learned in about one-third the 
time that would he devoted to iee skat­ 
ing. 
For one thing the motion is easier 
aud more natural, and another thing 
the foundation, the tooting, so to speak, 
is broader and the chance of slipping 
is materially reduced. 
Some movamets 
are possible on 
ice which cannot he 
effected on rollers, such, for instance, as 
spinning on the toes, hut 
there are 
none which cannot he closely imitated 
on rollers, while there are some possible 
on the latter which ice skaters never 
attempt. 
I was and old ice skater years 
before roller skating was ever thought 
of, hut I can say candidly that I now 
never think of going on icc unless it is 
out of doors and then I find it neeessitj' 
for bundling up which effectually dispels 
all tha pleasant illusions of the sport. 
Give me the rollers,” and thus saying 
the professional went off to show a tyro 
who was standing on his head how to 
stand on his feet, and the antiquarian 
vanished, just wise enough to know how 
to stay off roller skates. 


That Convention. 
Under the call for a city convention 
the city committee fixed the basis of rep­ 
resentation at nine from each ward, 
when it should have been on the basis of 
the aggregate vote in each ward. 
This 
would have given nine delegates to the 
first ward, five to the second and eight to 
the third, or 22 delegates in all. 
Two 
members of the city committee made the 
first call and unquestionably in good 
faith, hut the unfairness of the represen­ 
tation becoming apparent to at least one 
of the committee a subsequent call was 
made by him on the basis set forth, the 
third member being absent from towrn. 
The second ward acting under the first 
call elected nine delegates favorable to 
Mr. Dewar, by 59 votes for to 42 votes 
opposed. 
The first ward elected two 
delegates, one supposed to he favorable 
to Mr. Gardner and one for Mr. Dewar, 
1 and thirteen other delegates receiving 
91 votes each, consequently a tie. 
Mr. 
Gardner’s delegates in the third ward 
were elected by a vote of 314 for to 19 
against. 
This was the state of affairs on 
the assembling of the convention Thurs­ 
day evening. 
While Mr. Gardner had 
clearly a majority of the delegates enti­ 
tled to seats in the convention certain 
schemes were resorted to by some of Mr. 
Dewar’s friends whereby the organiza­ 
tion of the convention was captured, and 
on accepting the report of the committee 
on credentials four of Mr. Gardner's 
delegates voted in the negative, hut not 
understanding the question were record­ 
ed and declared as voting in the affirma­ 
tive. 
This gave, under ruling of the 
chair 12 votes for Dewar to 8 for Gardner. 
One of the latter gentleman’s delegates 
in attempting to have the four votes cor­ 
rected and a reconsideration of the re­ 
port of the committee on credentials,was 
choked down, the chair deciding the 
vote already declared and the delegate 
out of order.

The Rump convention 
presided over by W. W. Hartley in the 
interests of Mr Dewar, with nine dele­ 
gates from the second ward an-d two from 
the fir>t proceeded to nominate their 
ticket.
